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TOWN AWAITS HEARING ON ACCIDENT 


No Action Taken On 
Fatal Crossing Till Board Rules 


With the condition of Gail McIntyre, 2, still unchanged after 
more than five days of a delicate balance between life and 
death, with a petition in the hands of the Department of Public 
Utilities in Boston for the proper safeguarding of the railroad 
crossing in which she was so critically injured, and with the 
local selectmen and members of the General Court doing every- 
thing in their power to assure an early hearing by the Depart- 
ment, townspeople were still excited, this morning, about An- 
dover’s worst incident of violent death in a good many years. 


They were wrought up earlier in 
the week, too, when one of the most 
impressive funerals ever to take 
place there, left St. Augustine’s 
Church. The sadness of their mis- 
sion only heightened by the fact 
that they would ordinarily have 
been celebrating one of the gayest 
holidays of the year, nearly a thous- 
and people crowded into the church 
to pay their last respects to the 
three people for whom the service 
was being offered. And as the long, 
slow-moving line of cars turned in- 
to St. Augustine’s cemetery after 
the solemn high funeral mass, none 
of the hundreds watching it could 
help but feel the drama in the fact 
that the remains were carried over 
the exact spot where the life, once 
so radiant in them, had been so vio- 
lently snuffed out. 


The popular response to the 
tragedy found its best expression in 
the resolution composed by State 
Senator Thomas J. Lane, circulated 
by Augustine C. Reilly of 55 High 
Street, and signed in the space of 
an hour by ° eighty-five people, 
though only twenty signatures were 
required. The resolution read ag fol- 
lows: 

“We, the undersigned, residents, 
citizens and taxpayers of the town 
of Andover in the County of Essex 
and Commonwealth of Massachu- 
Setts, hereby petition to the De- 
partment of ‘Public Utilities of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
for an early hearing on the matter 
of adequate protection at the cross- 
Ing or cross-over of the Boston and 
Maine Railroad, at or near the en- 
trance to St. Augustine’s cemetery 
in said Town of Andover. 

“We seek this action at the 
present time due to a very unfor- 
tunate accident that took place on 
Friday evening, August 29, 1941, at 
or about 6:30 p.m. when the occu- 
pants of an automobile, namely 
Mrs. Rose McCarthy of 4 Avon 
Street, Andover, her daughter, Miss 
Margaret J. McCarthy of the same 
address and her granddaughter, 
Rosemary McIntyre of Baker’s

Lane, Andover, were killed, and an- 
other granddaughter, Gail MclIn- 
tyre seriously injured, and the auto- 
mobile demolished, as a result of 
the inadequate protection at this 
crossing in said town. 

“We respectfully request that 
your Honorable Body take imme- 
diate steps to view said location, 
and that the matter be set for a 
hearing ‘before your Honorable 
Board at the earliest possible date.” 

In regard to this petition, it was 
recalled that a similar hearing had 
been held before the Public Utili- 
ties Commission about five years 
ago. The Board at first ruled that 
the crossing should be protected, 
but later the motion was lost on a 
technicality. 


It has ‘been pointed out that it 
would take little time, trouble, and 
money to hook up a bell or light at 
the crossing, as a signal to motor- 
ists, with the block system used 
by the railroad a little way down 
the track. The bell which warns the 
gateman at the Hssex sitreet cross- 
ing, only two hundred yards down 
the track, could easily be duplicat- 
ed at the crossing where the acci- 
dent took place, and should serve 
as an adequate warning signal. 

In thir regular weekly meeting 
Tuesday night, the Board of Select- 
men discussed the accident and 
proper preventative steps in all 
their aspects. However, they have 
announced that there is no action 
they can take until the ruling has 
been made by the Department of 
Public Utilities. If the Commission 
rules that there should be protec- 
tion at the crossing, they will take 
immediate steps ‘to carry the rul- 
ing into effect. 

Whatever is done to provide a 
safeguard in the future doesn’t al- 
ter the fact that three people are 
dead, and one very gravely injured. 
And that, after all, is the important 
fact in the case, whatever the popu- 
lar feeling, whatever the public 
demonstration, whatever the resolu-

Lone W oodsman Burns 


To Death In Isolated Camp 


All alone, in a rickety little camp 
off Pleasant street, West Andover, 
far from the center of town, an 


elderly man was cremated last Sat- 
urday night when towering clouds 
of flame, made angrier by the oil 
from an overturned kerosene lamp, 
gutted his small home. 


The victim was Martin Barte- 
Saveoc, 69 year old woodchopper 
and resident of Westford, who had 
been living in Andover for short 
periods during the past two years. 
Employed by an out-of-town coal 
and wood dealer, and necessarily, 
because of his occupation, living 
quite distant from other residents 
of the more isolated sections of 
West Andover, Bartesaveoc was 
burned to death, and his body al- 
most completely consumed by fire, 
before aid could be brought. His 
horse, stabled in a nearby shed, 
was also cremated. 

It was believed that the fire 
started around nine o’clock, but, by 
the time it had been noticed by a 
man living some distanice away, and 
the fire department summoned 
from the town, nearly five miles 
distant, the cabin had been com- 
pletely razed. Firemen were able to 
find the body only by searching 
among the ashes of the dwelling, 
and what they recovered amounted 
to little more than a human skele- 
ton. 


Shortly before the fire, Bartesa- 
veoc had been talking to John 
Forbes, who lives in a nearby 
camp, and who told police that he 
had evidently been drinking heavi. 
ly. He had been in the act of light- 
ing the kerosene lamp when Forbes 


left him. Some time later, an ex- 
plosion was heard by both Forbes 
and William Flint, of Bailey road, 
evidently caused by the ignition of 
two or three gallons of kerosene, 
kept in the camp as a reserve lamp 
fuel supply, and the ramshackle 
structure in a moment became a 
raging inferno. 

Bartesaveoc ‘had lived an _ iso- 
lated life for a good many years, 
and very little was known about 
him. He was said to be about 70 
years old, and to have lived in this 
country about 35 years. Though he 
had no known relatives here, it 
was believed that he had left a son 
and daughter behind in Russia. 

Unknown, unwept, unremem- 
bered, a lonely old man perishing 
in violence in the dead of night, far 
from anyone who had the least ink- 
ling of his desperate situation— 
surely most Andover residents liv- 
ing in the midst of light, happiness, 
and companionship, will look with 
awe on the terror of his passing, 
and the desolation of his pauper’s 
grave,

tions, and the hearings, and the 
course of preventative action 
adopted. 


The event arousing such a dem- 
onstration took place in the early 
evening of last Friday. Andover 
was getting ready for ‘the Labor 
Day week-end. Most of its towns- 
people were in their homes. The 
railroad crossing into St. Augus- 
tine’s cemetery was particularly 
deserted. The air was cool, the sky 
cloudless. As twilight gathered, the 
last rays of the sun ricocheted off 
the cool rails on the right of way, 
to the low shed near the tracks, 
and the gravel lane leading into 
Lupin road. There was no sound, 
no motion. Just an expectant hush 
at a little crossing, half a mile 
down the tracks from the local roal- 
road station. 

The peaceful evening silence was 
gradually dissipated by the roar of 
an approaching train. An express, 
bound for Boston, thundered 
through the crossing. As it rolled 
past, a new Plymouth coach turned 
out of Lupin road onto the lane, 
and inched its way up to the tracks. 
There it stopped. In a minute or 
two, the last cars swung iby. The 
young lady at the wheel started 
her auto across the tracks. The 
din of the express still in her ears, 
she did not hear the local passen- 
ger train coming towards the rail- 
road station from the opposite di- 
rection. Perhaps she was thinking 
of her sister, dead only a few 
months, whose grave she was on 
her way to visit. There was a loud 
crash as the train rammed squarely 
into the light coach and pushed it 
down the track. In a moment the 
sleepy crossing had become a scene 
of noise, confusion, and horror.

With screeching brakes, the train 
ground its way some 380 feet down 
the track, before it could come to 
a stop. Trainmen and passengers 
piled off and ran back along the 
track. About 220 feet from the fatal 


crossing they found the body of 
Miss Margaret McCarthy, the young 
lady who had been at the wheel of 
the car. Half that distance in back, 
lying across the tracks, was the 
form of her mother, Mrs. Timothy 
J. McCarthy. Two children, Gail and 
Rosemary McIntyre, granddaugh- 
ters of Mrs. McCarthy, were found 
in ditches on either side of the 
tracks. Both were rushed to the 
Lawrence General Hospital, where 
Rosemary was pronounced dead on 
admittance, and Gail placed imme- 
diately upon the danger list. 

Back at the scene of the acci- 
dent, the proper personnel quickly 
took charge. The fire which had 
broken out in the wrecked car was 
extinguished, and the car itself re- 
moved from the track. While some 
of the train’s passengers made ar- 
rangements to proceed to their des- 
tinations, others remained at the 
scene of the accident. Led by Po- 
lice Chief George Dane, a number 
of Andover policemen investigated, 
among them being Officers Frank 
McBride, David Nicoll, and John 
Deyermond, and Reserve Officer 
Joseph O’Brien. Working with them 
were Inspector James T. French of 
the Lawrence Registry of Motor 
Vehicles, and State Trooper Wil- 
liam Knightly. 

Rev. Henry B. Smith, O.S.A., had 
run to the scene of the collision 
from the parish rectory, nearly half 
a mile distant, and, with Rev. Wil- 
liam J. Deacy, O.S.A., who had been 
a passenger on the train, he ad- 
ministered the last Sacrament of 
the Catholic Church to the victims.

Since the accident took place 
shortly after regular commuting 
hours, when several trains pass 
through Andover, some confusion 
resulted in the railroad traffic. Pas- 
senger trains were held up until 
the tracks) were cleared, and the 
engine which had figured in the ac- 
cident repaired. The wooden block 
to which the cowcatcher of the en- 
gine was attached, had been broken 
in the collision, and the train could 
not proceed until it had been re- 
paired. 

After the police investigation had 
been concluded, it became evident 
that the cause of the accident had 
been both the noise of the Boston- 
bound train which had gone 
through the crossing just previous- 
ly, and the complete lack of visi- 
bility of the east track, caused by 
a storage shed standing squarely in 
the corner formed by the lane and 
the railroad right of way. The shed 
had long been considered a menace 
to the traffic passing into St. Augus-+ 
tine’s cemetery, and the pastor, 
Rev. Thomas B. Austin, O.S.A., had 
tried unsuccessfully to have it re- 
moved. 


It is in view of this: fact that the 
killing of three Andover residents, 
and the near fatal injury of the 
fourth, could easily ‘have been 
avoided, that the people, the se- 
lectmen, and the state representa- 
tives of this town are united to see 


that no such dreadful thing can oc. 
cur again. 

Human life is humanity’s most 
precious possession. Its loss ig al- 
ways difficult. The loss of people 
like the McCarthy’s is doubly go 
Its needless loss is intolerable. —

Working Standards 
For School Girls 


In view of the wide variation in 


duties, hours, and pay in the part- 
time employment of high school 
girls in Andover, the Vocational 
Guidance Department of Punchard 
High School and the Andover 
League of Women Voters have 
collaborated in an attempt to fix 
certain standards for such employ- 
ment. 


According to the ‘bulletin which 
they have issued, girls hired to take 
care of children shall be expected 
to amuse, feed, wash, dress, or do 
any other service for them. Light 
housekeeping, as the booklet de- 
fines: it, includes drymopping, dust- 
ing or polishing furniture, helping 
with the preparation and serving of 
a meal, dishwashing, bringing in 
and folding a washing, and hand 
ironing for not more than one hour 
in any one day. Work as a mother’s 
helper includes ‘both these types of 
employment. 

As for working conditions, the 
code stipulates that in cases: where 
the girl lives in the home of her 


employer, she shall be given meals, 
a room, and regular time off. 

In view of the fact that high 
school girls are expected to do 
home work assignments for the fol- 
lowing day, the committee recom- 
mends the following working hours 
for them: in the afternoons, 2:30- 
5:30 when dinner is not included, 
and evening work from 7 to 11 p.m, 

If a girl is to work after mid- 
night, her employer should either 
make arrangements for her to stay 
overnight, or see her safely home. 
No more than eight hours should be 
worked on a Saturday or Sunday. 

The committee also sets certain 
minimum wage standards for the 
different kinds of work. Briefly 
summarized, they are: For child 
care, 50 cents for work from 2:3 
till 5:30, if no meal is included, or 
until the dinner hour, if it is, If a 
girl is hired for the week, the mini- 
mum wage will be $2.50.

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For light housework the rate is 
25 cents an hour, or $2.50 for a 
work week of not more than 24 
hours. Wages for mother’s helpers 
for five afternoons and a whole day 
is $4.00, with overtime at a higher 
rate. For working girls who live in, 
the minimum weekly wage is $5.00. 

Staying with children evenings 
should be paid for at the rate of 
50 cents, unlessi light housework is 
included, when the rate advances 
to 75 cents. After midnight, the 
rate is $1.00. 

The committee feels that by thus 
fixing hours and conditions of em- 
ployment of high school girls, they 
may help to establish a greater 
feeling of good-will ‘between them 
and their employers, and teach 
them those sentiments of honesty, 
faithfulness, cooperation and cour- 
tesy that will be of such value to 
them in the successful manage- 
ment of their future homes,

There’s a red warning light which flashes off and on as 
trains approach the grade crossing at Lowell Junction these 
days. That light wasn’t always there; it took the death of a 
young Andover man to finally force the authorities to protect 
that crossing. 


Some day the crossing that leads to St. Augustine’s ceme- 
tery may be rearranged in such a way as to give people enter- 
ing the cemetery an opportunity to see if there are any trains 
coming. But this time it will have taken the lives of three An- 
dover people to have convinced authorities that such action 
was necessary. 

The young lady who was driving the car last Friday evening 
took every precaution that human beings can take. She had 
stopped her car and the train bound for Boston had passed. 
Then she started again and no sooner had she started than the 
train from Boston crashed into the car. The above picture 
shows how much of the track the young lady could see. All you 
can really see as you approach that crossing is the old green 
shed which has stood there for years and which the town 
authorities and the parish authorities have tried unsuccess- 
fully in the past to have removed. Had their efforts been suc- 
cessful those three people would still be alive today. 

There will be the argument that the crossing was a private 
fl crossing and that, therefore, no warning signs were neces- 
Ra sary. But where a crossing, public or private, is used frequently 
4 by motorists there would seem to be a moral obligation to do 
everything to make the lives of the motorists safe. It is the 
only entrance to the church cemetery and people do like to 
visit the graves of their loved ones just as this family wanted 
to do last Friday night. Therefore, it would seem that the re- 
quests for removal of that old shack ought to be granted with- 
out any hesitation at all. At present, over in South Lawrence 
the railroad is spending money building a new road into the 
roundhouse area. The old entrance wound through a field and 
thence over the railroad track, but this road is being discon- 
tinued and the new roadway will make it unnecessary for the 
roundhouse employees to cross the tracks at all. It is a very 
worthy project, but it would also seem that the railroad should 
do its utmost toward making our much used ways safe. 

Nothing that can be done now can bring back the lives of the 
three who died last Friday night, nor of the young man who 
was killed at Lowell Junction, nor of the two youngsters who

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have been killed in recent years 
while playing on the tracks, but cer 
tainly those lessons, taught at so 
great an expense in human life 
should not go unheeded. That shed 
should be torn down immediately 
and any other possible danger spot 
in Andover or any other place 
along a railroad should be rectified 
just as soom as possible, for no 
money expense can offset the loss 
of one life. 


Sidewalk Stars 

This is addressed chiefly to those 
Monday morning quarterbacks who 
inevitably in any small town fre- 
quently go into a huddle around the 
corner lamp post. This year they're 
going to have something new to 
talk about. For the past thirty 
years they’ve had at Punchard a 
football coach who managed to 
achieve for his teams a substan- 
tial degree of distinction in the 
small high school class, but even 
Gene had his ups and downs and 
the self-appointed quarterbacks 
knew definitely what was wrong 
when the team wasn’t going well 
and even knew how to improve it 
when it was having undefeated sea- 
sons. 

This year we have a new coach 
coming to Punchard. He’s had a 
good record in football and the 
chances are that our spectator- 
athletes are looking forward to 
quite a successful season as far as 
critical comments are concerned. 
But if these football “experts” will 
remember that football is primarily 
a sport and that they too should be 


sports, they certainly should be 
willing to give the new coach a 
break. 


First of all he has very little ma- 
terial and you can’t do much in 
such circumstances against teams 
that have a wealth of material. Sec- 
ondly, Anton Kishon was brought 
here by the school committee, not 
so much for his football ability as 
for his proven capabilities in the 
realm of teaching in his special 
fields. If he makes a good teacher— 
and there is every reason to be 
lieve that he will—that is all that 
the town of Andover really asks of 
him. And all we really want in the 
way of a football team is the teach- 
ing of the boys to be good sports 
and hard fighters. 


A Lesson For Parents

parents who have had children in 
school for years need to be taught 
the same lesson that the parents 
of the first graders should learn. 
They are entrusting their children 
to a group of teachers chosen be- 
cause of their ability as teachers. 


The work of those instructors can 
be successful only if the parents 
cooperate. 

You know you can’t always count 
on little Tommy’s version of what 
happened at school. The teacher 
probably didn’t exercise her wrath 
on him for no reason at all. Prob- 
ably Tommy isn’t the angel that 
you like to think he is, and when 
he comes home with a few stories 
about maltreatment why don’t you 
check up with the teacher? Chances 
are you'll find that the teacher 
wasn’t exercising her disciplinary 
powers just because she likes to do 
it. 

In order to get the most out of 
his education, your little boy is go- 
ing to have to have the utmost re- 
spect for his teachers, for if he 
knows) that he can come home 
every night and get your sympathy 
he isn’t going to pay too much at- 
tention during the day to the per- 
son to whom you have entruste 
him. Give the teacher the benefit 
of the doubt and you will very prob- 
ably find that your son or dausg 
will derive much more from I 
school days than if they know that 
you would stick up for them, right 
or wrong.
